Newport, Ky., March 20.—It is just 


one year and three weeks today from 
the finding of the headless body of 
Pearl Bryan by the roadside on the 
Looke farm until her murderers were 
hanged. Tie weather was beautifa 
today and great crowds of 
peopli 


poured early into the town, filling al 
the space about the jail not occupied, 
by the troops. 


Jackson and Walling appeared to en 


joy their breakfast and the 
cigar 


furnished them and spent some timi 
writing letters. The scaffold is paintei 
white and made a ghastly appearance 
It was the purpose to have the execu- 
tion shortly after nine, but at 9:15 it 
waa announced that Jaokson had made 
a full confession. - A delay then oc- 
curred to allow a telegram to be sent 
to Gov. Bradley in Walliug'g favor. 
Walling had previously repeated to his 
counsel that Jackson could save him if 
he would. Walling received a farewell 
letter from Miss Roberts. 
Jackson 


broke into tears when saying goodbye 
to jailer Maurer. As the march to the 
scaffold 
began, Jackson broke down 


completely and wept like a child, de- 
claring in a most impressive manner 
that Walling was not guilty of the 
murder. ; The 
sheriff 
stopped 
the 


march and called in Walling's at- 
torneys, who wired the facts to Gov. 
Bradley. 
The crowd outside heard of 


the 
confession, but regarded it as 


another rose to gain time and became 
very impatient. Gov. Bradley answered 
the telegrams, saying that he would 
not believe any statement made by 
Jackson. In fact, the governor at the 
time thought both men lied, .as he had 
been informed. 
The men were to be 


hanged early to escape the crowd. 


At 10:10 the sheriff was directed to 


hang Jackson and hold Walling for 
further orders. 


Judge Helm, after coming from the 


telephone consultation with Gov. Brad- 
ley,' told Jackson that be must hang, 
and if he alloweed Walling to hang he 
would have to answer for double mur- 
der to his Maker. 
He said he would 


give Jackson five minutes to make up 
hia mind. 
At the end of that time 


Jackson said he could -not say that 
Walling was innocant. 
This settled 


the fate of both, and the time for the 
execution was fixed at 11:30. 


Afc 11:20, they started to the scaffold. 


Just before leaving, Walling said, "I 
will say now, at the last moment of 
my life, that I was not there, and I am 
innocent. 
Jackson has said as much, 


but it seems it will not save me. I 
cannot say any more. I will say no 
more on the scaffold!" 


Later.—Jackson and Walling were 


hnng together at 11:41J4;. 
Both de- 


clared their innocence. The crowds 
cheered loudly, when the signal went 
up that they were dead. 


WalliBg's eyes were closed in prayer, 


but Jackson's were open. 
JacfeHoa and 


Walling both bade farewell. 


Walling whispered, 
"Go, go, go." 


When the trap fell the men were evi- 
dently in great agony. 
Jackson was 


pronounced dead 
in 
aix 
minutes. 


Walling died first. The crowds lin- 
gered about the jail after death was 
announced. 


Jnsfe before the bodies were taken 


down, the crowd rnebed np, but were 
otdered back by the sheriff. 
The men 


were nob especially 
disfigured when 


taken down, and their necks were not 
broken. 


Walling's body will be taken- to 


Hamilton tonight. 
Jackson will be 


buried at Wicasset, Maine. Funeral 
services will be held here.

Stormy day In the house of representa- 
tives. The Republican leaders before 
adjournment had secured the adoption 
- 


o£ a special order fixing the limits of 
the tariff debate and two of the regu- 
lar' appropriation bills which failed to 
become laws at the last session had 
been passed and sent to the senate. 


The other two will be passed so that 


as Mr. Cannon remarked, all the drift- 
wood of the last congress will be swept 
away before the struggle over the tariff 
begins. 


The galleries were thronged and 


,there was hardly a vacant seat on the 
floor. At times partisan feeling ran 
high and the hall echoed the cheers of 
the majority of the opposition as their 
respective spokesmen made effective 
points. There were several squabbles 
among the Democratic leaders which 
afforded much amusement to the ma- 
jority. 


Both Mr. Bland ,the silver champion, 


and Mr. Holman, "the old watch dog 
of the treasury," appeared in tlislr old 
time roles. Mr. Bailey of Toxas, who 
made his debut as the leader of thb 
minority, was favorably" received by 
his side, and announced it to bo the 
policy of tho minority not to delay the 
passage of the tariff bill. 


Mr. Dingley, the floor leader of the 


majority, recalled the fact that a dlro 
prophecy of the result of the McICinley 
bill had been made by Secretary Car- 
lisle, then the leader of the minority, 
on the occasion of tho passage of the 
McKJnley bill.

CINCINNATI. 


Mayor Volney 'E. Kow met his 


enemies m his own party last night, 
and as has been confidently predicted 
by the Times for more than a week 
past, he came out of the fight triumph- 
ant. 
When the smoke of battle had 


cleared away it was found that he had 
swept the city by a safe plurality, re- 
ceiving 164 votes more than George 
Padan, the leading opposition candi- 
date. 


The fight was a hard one. From the 


opening to the closing of the polls, 
every inch was bitterly contested in 
every ward and preoinct. Remember- 
ing this and taking into consideration 
the fact that a leading party 
organ 


•was in bitter opposition at every stage 
of the game, Mayor Row and his 
friends have some reason to congratu- 
late themselves on the outcome. Their 
victory, however, while a substantial 
one, was not decisive. Far from that. 
Out of a total of 2,025 votes cast, 
Mayor Row received 828, or consider- 
ably less than one-half. 
Of the other 


candidates, Padan received 664, Mc- 
Oolloch 407 and Oalvert 126. 
Then, 


too, in two of the leading Republican 
wards of the city—the Fifth and tho 
Sixth—which are counted upon to sus- 
tain the party majority in the city, 
Row's votes fell away off, and he was 
left in a hopeless minority. Thus, in 
the two precincts of the Fifth ward ho 
received 107 votes, while Padan got

BALLOT 'SQUABBLE. 


There threatened to be serious trouble 


over the question of official "ballots in 
the Fifth, Sixth and Seventh wards, and 
had the contest between Row and 
Padan been unyways close, there would 
have been a hot contest for-the com- 
mittee to act upon. It all cam? about 
through the committee allowing both 
the Blade and Tribune to do the print- 
ing of the official ballots. The Tribune 
printed the tickets for the First, Sec- 
ond, Third and Fourth wards, while 
the Blade was given the Fifth, Sixth 
and Seventh ward tickets to print! The 
two printers made up entirely different 
tickets. The Blade ballot was about 
a yard long and twice as big as the 
Tribune tickets, which were printed 
with a big, black border around them. 
It happened that Bow wanted some ex- 
tra tickets to send ont in the Fifth, 
Sixth and Seventh. He would not go 
to the Blade, but had them priuted by 
the Tribune, the same form being used 
as in the First, Second, Third and 
Fourth. 
They did not correspond with 


the Blade's official ticket, and conse- 
quently the question arose, when the 
counting began, as to the legality of 
the Tribune printed ballots in those 
wards where the Blade ballot was 
official. There were not many of them, 
however, and 
whether 
they were 


counted or thrown out would have 
made no difference in the general re- 
sult. There were six of them in the 
Seventh—five for Row and one for 
Padan, and one in Fifth (B) which 
were not counted. In the Sixth and 
Fifth (A) they were counted. The cen- 
tral committee has not yet decided 
Whether any of the ballots are to be 
counted or not. 
The matter waa 


argued before them last night by At- 
torneys Evans, Livingstone and Os- 
born, who were for having all tickets 
counted.

WOMEN'S VO'JIE. 


Nearly four hundred women exer- 


cised the privilege of casting a ballot 
for member of school board. There 
was a much larger tnrn-ont than last 
year. 
In the Fourth ninety women

Plvuionth church,'wherein he declared 
the story of Jonah and the whale as a 


ble 1^9 called forth considerable 


comment on the subject from the press 
aud pulpit throughout the country. 
Other New York ministers have taken 
nn the subject, aud their free, out- 
snoken criticism of present day Chris- 
tianity is carried to an extreme not 
even suggested by the Plymouth pastor.

so-called orthodox Christians of the 
past as authority or perpetrating un- 
speakable infamies. Its leaves have 
burned martyrs at the stake in the 
name of Jesus Christ. 
With a Bible 


test priests have subjected innocent 


~* women aud children to the tortures of 


the deepest hell. 
Honest and good 


men have been chained to the floors of 
dungeons and left to rot, sentenced by 
a page of the Bible by the orthodox 
Christians of other days. 


"In the name of the Bible the black- 


est of crimes have been committed to 
blot the pages of history forever. 
Yet, 


this Bible is meant to bring peace and 
comfort and the sweet joys of life ever- 
lasting to a dying world. 


"It is vile rhetoric to say that every 


sentence in the Bible is the word of 
God. ^I'dare not open the Bible at ran- 
dom and read the first passage I come 
to in this assembly. There are verses 
that cannot be read in public, and I 
say this as a fact, and you may .like it 
or not, as "you please. 


"Of course, the Bible is fnll of 


errors, but that does not affect 
the 


groat moral truths underlying the 
scripture and running all through their 
teachings. 
The book 
of Chronicles 


contradicts the book of Kings, 
and 


there are frequent contradictions, but 
the great vital facts sought to be illus- 
trated remain true and undisturbed. 
Tha Bible is history, prophecy, poetry 
—it is a record of events, not philos- 
ophy or theology. It was compiled by 
many men, made up of pamphlets and 
the,writings collected during a long 
period of time. 


"If David or Solomon or old Jacob 


were here today attempting to live 
thair lives in New York they would be 
sent to the penitentiary; yes, every one 
of them. 


"The Bible is a collection-of his- 


torical narratives. Esther now stands 
ag a name for .patriotism, and her life 
and character have become the inspira- 
tion of centuries, and this is what God 
intends to be taught in the Bible." 


KEY. MINOT J. SAVAGE. 


No leas critical than Rev. Dixon was 


the Rev. Minot J. 
Savage, of the 


Church of the Messiah. 
Following is 


an extract from his sermon on "Man 
Not Fallen, But Rising:" 


"Let us see what foundation there is 


for the belief in the fall of Adam, as 
related in the Bible. 
In the Book of 


Prophets in the Old Testament, there 
is no refreence to the fall of man, 
through Adam. The Hebrew writers 
do not either speak of the goldenjage in 
the beginning. The tradition of Adam 
and Eve was not heard of by the 
Hebrews until they came in contact 
with the Babylonians, after the time 
, of Moses. The Hebrews then acquired 
the tradition and put aside their own 
belief. 
The two contradictory tradi- 


tions represent the two type's of the 
state of the mind of humanity. 


"The ancient tradition of man fixes 


the beginning of the human race as 
nbcrac 4,00-1 years before the birth o: 
Jesns. 
\Ve of today know that thistle 


and plauts'and rocks have existed in 
this world^for millions of years, and 


that the world is millions of years old. 


'We pannot accept as true 
the 


ancient tradition of Adam and Eve. 
We cannot believe that on the .conduct 
of Adam and Eve, . two inexperienced 
and ignorant people, the destiny of yon 
and me and countless millions of peo- 
ple depended. It 
ia absurd. 
It is 


grotesquely hideous to entertain such a 
belief. There does not exist' on the 
face of the earth the slightest reason to 
believe in the truth of the tradition 
which was a myth of pagan people and 
was from them engrafted npon the 
Hebrews. 


"Jesus never referred to this tradi- 


tion. Does it not seem strange that He 
should not, even in the slightest way, 
have referred to it, if it were worthy of 
belief? 


"God explained to 
the 
modern 


world, through His messenger, Science, 
the history of the world. 
Science has 


taught us that we have bseu developed 
from a lower type of life, and that we 
are reaching out for the attainment of 
progress and goodness. -Death is es- 
sential to the advancement of man, in 
another sphere. 
• The ancient belief 


that man wag created to be transported 
to heaven bodily and without death, 
were it not for the fall of Adam, can- 
not be believed in. 
God did not create 


the world intending to leave death out

Judge Milner this morning filed new 


rules for the government of the county 
jail. They will be printed on card- 
"board and posted wherever may be 
necessary to reach those concerned. 
There were some changes, though not 
radical, and some additions to the 
rnles prepared by Judge Devor in 1893. 


The first rule requires the institution 


to be white-washed three times a year 
—in April, July and October. The 
other requirements briefly stated are 
as follows: Prisoners must sweep thair 
own cells once a day and scrub them 
at least ouoe a week. Each room is to 
be provided with a wash bowl and 
pitcher, soap, towels, etc., and every 
prisoner must wash his face and hands 
before breakfast every day. They must 
also bathe thoroughly once a week, 
keep their hair trimmed, linen clean 
and take off their clothes before retir- 
ing. 
These rnles, if enforced, insure 


cleanliness, at least. 


The prisoners are to be separated as 


to sex, insane, idiots, vicious tempera- 
ment, etc. No liquor is to bo allowed 
except 
on 
physician's prescription. 


Smoking, gambling and card-playing 
are forbidden. Prisoners have hereto- 
fore been allowed the ' latter amuse- 
ment. 


The sheriff must furnish a Bible to 


any prisoner requesting it, and they 
may receive newspapers, magazines, 
etc., excepting "Police Gazette" and 
similar publications. 


Preachers have permission to come 


and go at their pleasure. Friends or. 
relatives of prisoners are also allowed 
to call whenever they wish. 


Punishment for infraction of the 


rules will be feeding on bread and1 
water,. confinement 
in 
cell 
and 


manacling. 
For the first offense the 


bread and water diet may be imposed 
for twenty-four hours; second offense, 
forty-eight hoars, nnd for persistent 
violations such punishment as the 
sheriff may deem necessary. 


The sheriff may examine all letters 


or packages sent to the jail. Meals are 
to be served as follows: Breakfast, 7 
to 8 a. m.; dinner, 12 to 1 p. m. ; sup- 
per, B to 7 p. m. 
Prisoners not under 


sentence mayjpurchase or receive food 
from friends, in addition to the jail 
diet; but after sentence is imposed they 
must get along with what the sheriff 
provides. 


All prisoners must be treated alike— 


no discrimination in their treatment. 
All must be confined m the jail proper, 
or cells, after sentence and none will 
be allowed outside the prison walls.
